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Applicants' arguments with respect to independent claim 1 are not persuasive. Applicants argue that Weber fails to disclose all the 
limitations of constructing a weighted boolean query using the recognition hypotheses. Applicants appear to concede that Weber 
discloses constructing a weighted boolean query, but says Weber does not do so with using recognition hypotheses. However, Weber 
uses speech recognition to obtain words for a query, so the recognized words must be recognition hypotheses. It is noted that 
independent claim 1 only requires "one or more" recognition hypotheses, so the claimed limitations can be satisfied by only one 
hypothesis, or speech recognition result, for each word. Thus, Weber anticipates the limitation of constructing a weighted boolean query 
"using the recognition hypotheses" at least for this reason. 

Regarding claim 8, Weber discloses assigning confidence values to phrases in accordance with weights of individual words. Implicitly, 
some phrases have greater weights than other phrases, so the potential phrases are ranked. Since the weighting affects the ranking, the 
ranking is "adjusted" according to the weighting. 

Regarding claim 13, Weber clearly discloses a procedure where there are no hits for a search query. 
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
